This supply was absorbed

by room trndcrsvNiumorous outsldo commission houses' buying orders, and a
broad demand was Bhown, and this had tho effect of causing a sharp advance-t-

abovo 128 within n few minutes.
Recessions wero noted In nearly all tho other Industrials In the Initial trndlng,

with Bethlehem Steel "IV dropping 2 points to 139, and proportionate losses

wero sustained In other steel Industrials and In tho leading copper stocks.

Tho markot turned abruptly, however, and the weakness was replaced by

strength, which was most pronounced In tho motor Issues.

United States Steel common had a quick rally to abovo 128, and Utah
Copper, which sold down to 107. advanced to abovo 109. Studcbakcr was

actlvo and strong all through tho forenoon, odvanclng moro than 3 points to

above S5, with tho buying based wholly on tho announcement of tho placing

of contracts with that company by tho Government yesterday.

ALBERT TELLS WILSON

OF BELGIUM'S TRAVAIL

King, in Letter to President,
Hopes U. S. Will Aid to

Liberate Country

WASHINGTON, Juno 19.
Addressing the President ns "grertt nnd

good friend," King Albert of Belgium, In

the autograph letter presented at tho White
House by the Belgian Mission, declared "the
Important and glorious role enacted by the
United States hns confirmed the confidence
which the Belgian nation hns always had
In free America's spirit of justice."

Tho text of the letter made public today
was as follows:

"Great nnd Good Friend:
"I commend to Your Excellency kindly

reception the mission which bears this let-
ter. This mission will express to the
President tho feeling of understanding nnd
cnthuslastlo admiration with which my
Government nnd peoplo havo received the
decision reached by him In his wisdom.
Tho mission will also tell you how Krcatly
tho Important and glorious role enacted by
the United' States has confirmed the con-
fidence which tha Belgian nation has nlways
had In free America's spirit of justice.

"The grent American nation was particu-
larly moved by the unwarranted nnd violent
attacks, made upon Belgium. It has sor-
rowed over the distress of my subjects, sub.
Jectcd to the oke of the enemy. It has
succored them with Incomparable generos-lty- .

I am happy to havo an opportunity
again to express to your "excellency the
gratitude which my country owes you nnd
the firm hope entertained by Belgium that
on the uay or reparation, towaru wnicn
America will contribute so bountifully, full
nnd entire justice will be rendered to my
country.

"My Government (has chosen to express
lta sentiment to Your Excellency through
two distinguished men whose services will
command credence for what they have to
ray, nllron Monchour, who for eight years
was my representative at Washington, nnd
Lieutenant General Lcclerc, who has earned
high appreciation during a long military
career.

"I venture to hope, Mr. President, that
you will accord full faith and credence
to everything that they say, especially
when they assure you of tho hopes I en-

tertain for the happiness and prosperity
of tho United tSatca of America and ot
my faithful and very sincere friendship.
